Street Not Worth It 
In with the recent p rop osal for the widen­ 
ing of Normal Blvd. from South to 33rd 
was a recommendation for the op ening of 
33rd through .\ntelop e Park. This would 
op en the street between Sumner and Normal, 
a distance of almost three blocks. It would 
p rovide for the north-south movement of 
traffic in an area which currently is not 
well served with such a facility. From 40th 
to 27 th there are no through streets in a 
north and south direction. 
Still, the op ening is a bad deal. The 
trouble is that it would make a handsome 
cut through a scenic p art of Antelop e Park, 
taking with it a fine stand of stately firs 
and generally obliterating the aesthetic ap ­ 
p earance of the area. This stand is not taken 
lightly and without due thought to the need 
for the traffic facility. But the greater fact 
is that far too much p ark land has already 
been lost to other city p rojects, p articularly 
streets. 


This is a fact desp ite p eculiar city p lan­ 
ning figures which erroneously give the im­ 
p ression that p ark acreage has increased 
in recent years. It was time years ago to 
stop this senseless desecration of p ark land 
and it is even more urgent today. The op en­ 
ing of .33rd would be a fine thing but .Ante­ 
lop e Park as it now is is a much finer thing 
The question is one of relative values or 
merits. 
^ 33rd were taken through the p ark, it 
would p robably involve a substantial dirt 
lill through the area as the p ark land is 
considerably lower in elevation than either 
the Sumner or Normal end of 33rd. There 
would therefore be an embankment sep arat­ 
ing two p ark sections and a highly danger­ 
ous traffic condition for both children and 
adults using the p ark facility. It is hop ed 
that the Park and Recreation Advisory 
Board takes a firm stand against this street 
op ening and that the City Council adop ts 
a solid front against it. 


W.ASHINGTON — M o r e 
than “ sp ace” was behind 
that Christmas h o l i d a y 
luncheon 
which

e l e c t Kennedy staged in 
Florida for Vice President­ 
elect Johnson, new Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury Doug­ 
las Dillon, and Sen. 
Bob 
Kerr of Oklahoma. How to 
catch 
up with 
Russia 
in 
satellites and rockets was, 
of course, under discussion. 
But also in the background 
was a more earthly subject 
— oil. 
What hap p ened was that 
Bob Kerr, the Bible-p ound- 
ing, wealthy oil man from 
Oklahoma, Rrst tried to stop 
Dillon’s ap p ointment as sec­ 
retary of the treasury. 
Kerr had in mind the fact 
that the Dillon Read Invest­ 
ment Comp any help ed p ump 
about one billion dollars in 
p rivate bonds into p re-Hitler 
Germany, most of them de­ 
faulted; a l s o has backed 
various foreign bond issues 
since. Kerr favors U.S. aid 
for underp rivileged c o u n- 
tries, but no aid for p rivi­ 
leged corp orations abroad. 
He does favor the oil dep le­ 
tion allowance and other tax 
p rivileges for .American oil 
comp anies, 
including 
h i s 
own 
Kerr-McGee 
corp ora­ 
tion. 
At any rate, when the 
Bap tist senator from Okla­ 
homa failed to block Dil­ 
lon’s 
ap p ointment, 
growls 
came from Kerr’s direction 
about a Senate attack on 
Dillion. 


So Kennedy, the smartest 
p olitician elected p resident 
since FDR. p romp tly invited 
Kerr to lunch. Kerr is the 
new chairman of the Senate 
Sp ace Committee, and the 
invitation 
was 
to discuss 
“sp ace.” But simultaneously 
Kennedy had Dillon 
s l i p 
over from Hobe Sound, Fla., 
an hour’s drive away, to 
join the luncheon p arty. 


Dillon has nothing to do 
with sp ace. But Kerr, as a 
member of the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee, can make 
a lot of trouble for any sec­ 
retary of the treasury. He 
can attack his confirmation, 
op p ose his tax bills; and no 
later than last August Kerr 
voted against Kennedy’s p lan 
of medical aid for the aged. 
What Bob Kerr w a nt s 
most, however, is to have 
the new 
secretary of the 
treasury p rotect the oil de­ 
p letion allowance and other 
oil 
tax 
deductions. 
The oil dep letion allowance 
is one of the tax loop holes 
certain to come up for con­ 
gressional scrutiny. And how 
the new secretary of the 
treasury feels about it is all- 
imp ortant to the oil moguls, 
including Bob Kerr. Ken­ 
nedy would give no commit­ 
ment to the oil industry dur­ 
ing the camp aign; so inter­ 
esting to watch is whether 
Bob Kerr now drop s his op ­ 
p osition to Secretary D i 1- 
lon. If so, it means Kerr 
feels the new secretary of 
the treasury is a sound man. 


A Sound Beginning 
President-elect Kennedy has summoned 
the heads of the nine major farm organiza­ 
tions to a January 5 conference on the na­ 
tion’s agricultural p roblem. 
It will be the second major step of the 
ap p roaching administration’s attack on one 
of the nation’s most grievous maladjust­ 
ments, the ^irst being the recent ap p oint­ 
ment of Minnesota’s governor Orville Free­ 
man as secretary of agriculture. 
It is hardly to be exp ected that the con­ 
ference will bring agreement either on the 
causes of the agricultural crisis or its reme­ 
dy, for the organizations each p ursue a 
p oint of view in conflict with those of the 
others. But it is a sound and just beginning. 
First, it w'ill give equal ear to all the 
p hilosop hies held by organized agriculture 
and it disp els any imp lication of a symp a­ 
thetic tie-up with any one farm organiza­ 
tion. 
Many earlier administrations p re­ 
ferred the narrower ap p roach, giving a 
greater hearing to a p referred organiza­ 
tion and in return receiving loyal lay serv­ 
ice. This accounts in p art for the continua­ 


tion of the farm p roblem inasmuch as no 
single organization can be the p ossessor 
of all the virtues. 
But this general hearing does not imp ly 
a future without co-op erative effort. The 
p resident-elect made it clear that subse­ 
quent p lanning will draw rep resentation 
from all the organizations in fashioning the 
details of the new p rogram. 
What eventually will emerge in the form 
of new agricultural guidelines must aw'ait 
the full and free exp ression of ideas, but the 
initial ap p roach is correct and there is 
basis for greater hop efulness. No one can 
object to the ultimate formula of recovery 
if it aims at the two basic requirements, 
namely ehiergency measures to boost agri­ 
culture into a free wheeling p osition where 
it can op erate soundly at a level above 
the subsistence line and a long range con­ 
dition w'hich p laces an abiding farm p ro­ 
gram as a floor mechanism mostly un- 
needcd, but ready as a standby to p rotect 
against the descent of the agricultural econ­ 
omy into the crisis stage.

Openings On The Court? 
From The St. Louis Post-Disp atch 
While President-elect Kennedy has been 
working on executive ap p ointments and 
legislative p rograms, he may have to give 
unusual attention to the third branch of 
government before his term ends. This is 
because two or even as many as five op en- 
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ings on the Sup reme Court could ap p ear 
within four years. 
Under the law, a Justice may retire at 
full salary at the age of 7 0 up on 10 years 
of service, or at 65 up on 15 years’ service. 
Justice Felix Frankfurter, at 78. and Hugo 
L. Black, at 7 4, already are eligible for re­ 
tirement. Before 1965 three more will reach 
retirement status; Chief Justice Earl War- 
ren and Justices Tom C. Clark and William 
0. Douglas. 
.No Justice has to retire, however, and 
p erhap s none will. It is a mere p ossibility 
that President-elect Kennedy might have 
the op p ortunity to match Pi-esident Eisen­ 
hower’s record of five high court ap p oint­ 
ments, or to rep lace the last four Justices 
named by former Democratic Presidents. 
But sp eculation about such p ossibilities nat­ 
urally starts with the two men with the 
most years and longest service—Justices 
Black and Frankfurter. 
Here are tw^o men at almost op p osite 
p oles in a divided court. 
Yet the retirernem of both would p ermit 
the next President to alter the court’s com­ 
p lexion in some major cases. That is, the 
5-4 op inions balancing government author­ 
ity against constitutional freedoms might be 
tip p ed just the other way, giyen^two moi-e 
liberal Justices. That would be one way for 
President-elect Kennedy to'irrove the Su­ 
p reme Court closer to his “New Frontiers.” 


WASHINGTON - The im­ 
mediate and visible p roof 
of President-elect Kennedy’s 
p resent deference to his vice- 
p resident is the choice of 
John B. Connally Jr., of Aus­ 
tin, Tex., as secretary of the 
Navy. 
Connally was Lyndon B. 
J 0 h n s 0 n’s p re-convention 
manager when he op p osed 
Kennedy at Los Angeles and 
long has been closely associ­ 
ated with him. What at­ 
tracted attention was not that 
Johnson could 
p lace Con­ 
nally 
advantageously 
but 
that two p re-convention Ken­ 
nedy sup p orters wanted the 
job. .All three served in the 
Navy during World War II. 
Franklin 
D. Roosevelt Jr. 
had a valid claim for serv­ 
ices .rendered in the. im­ 
p ortant West Virginia p ri­ 
mary, which went far to 
p rove that heavily Protestant 
states 
would 
vote 
for 
a 
Catholic p resident. Dan Mar­ 
tin, a California automobile 
dealer, 
attended 
Harvard 
with Kennedy and had the 
aggressive backing of Sen. 
Henry M. Jackson of Wash­ 
ington, Kennedy’s camp aign 
choice 
for national 
chair­ 
man. Martin’s father was 
twice governor of Washing­ 
ton. 
Political op inion is that 
Kennedy 
made 
the 
best 
choice for several reasons. 
Connally had the weight of 
exp erience here and in Tex­ 
as. That he is attorney for 
the wide interests of the late 
Sid Richardson, an immense­ 
ly rich oilman, sp eaks for 
itself.

Our state university is cer­ 
tainly not above criticism, 
but the recent outbursts of 
critical comment make one 
a little uneasy. The attack 
on the College of Law is an 
attack against the integrity 
of some fine p rofessional 
p eop le. 
.As to research, it 
should be noted that studies 
made by the law' p rofessors 
and students have p rovided 
much imp ortant information 
on which beneficial legisla­ 
tion could be based, if the 
senators chose to do so. An 
examp le is the bad-check 
study made a few years ago. 
It seems to me that the 
chief criticism that can be 
leveled against all our Ne­ 
braska colleges is an excess 
of timidity and caution. I 
hop e that Col. O’Connell’s 
call for a “cleanup ” is not 
a sign that small-scale Mc- 
Carthyism is being revived 
in Nebraska. 
Such threats 
are armed at the very heart 
and p urp ose of a university. 
There will be differences 
of op inion, but let the discus­ 
sion be directed to the argu­ 
ments. rather than to the 
men 
who 
p resent 
them. 
Whether the subject is China 
or labor-management rela­ 
tions or whatever it may be, 
we need to have full, free 
and unlimited discussion. We 
recall with shame the cir­ 
cumstances 
that “encour­ 
aged” more than one good 
man to quit Nebraska aca­ 
demic circles. The exp eri­ 
ence has not been lost on 
many who remain. Thus cau­ 
tion p revails where bold in­ 
quiry is needed. 
A great university cannot 
flourish under conditions of 
harrassment. Those of us 
who are not connected with 
the 
university 
excep t 
as 
friends and graduates must 
make clear our sup p ort for 
the university and our in­ 
sistence on the conditions 
under which it may be truly 
great.
